There were perhaps thirty members 
of the local U.F.A. present at the an¬ 
nual meeting held Saturday after¬ 
noon, December 20, in the I.O.O.F. 
Hall. This out of a membership of 
179 does not^show an excessive inter¬ 
est on the part of the farmers in an 
organisation evolved for the specific 
purpose of safeguarding them from 
the unjust practices of unscrupulous 
exploiters, profiteers, grafters and 
politicians who unhesitatingly utilize 
every opportunity that places the 
farmer at a disadvantage. We real¬ 
ize ^that it is practically impossible 
for some members to attend a meet¬ 
ing but practical Impossibilities did 
not keep 139 members away from the 
meeting last Saturday. If you lack 
the energy and initiative to attend 
the most important meeting of an or¬ 
ganization established to look after 
the issues that vitally concern your 
welfare as agriculturists, you deserve 
nothing better than the treatment ac¬ 
corded you in the past. And you’ll re¬ 
ceive just such treatment and worse 
if you don’t sit up and take notice, 
l'he Advocate is a warm-supporter of 
your cause, because it believes the 
principles of its establishment are 
right and just, but The Advocate in¬ 
tends to call a plow a plow and pot 
an “agricultural implement.’’ It re¬ 
fuses to gloss over imperfections that 
are a detriment to the district and 
feed you taffy when what you need is 
Epsom Salts. To continue with the 
meeting, Mr. D. H. Galbraith, vice- 
president, occupied the chair and call¬ 
ed the meeting to order. It was mov¬ 
ed by O. L. McPherson, seconded by 
J. B. Munson, and carried, that the 
following resolution, amended form, 
be presented at the annual conven¬ 
tion: 

"Be it resolved, that we, the mem¬ 
bers of this local, request the provin¬ 
cial government to make an annual 
distribution of money for roads to all 
rural municipalities on a basis of 
automobile licenses issued, and that 
it be left to the discretion of the muni¬ 
cipal councils to say w/iere the money 
shall be spent.” / 

A second resolution introduced 
O. L. McPherson, seconded by J. B. 
Munson and ,carried follows: 

‘‘Whereas we believe that if there 
were a great reduction in the number 
of delegates attending the annual 
convention there would be a greater 
opportunity for the intelligent discus¬ 
sion and fair consideration of the 
many resolutions and other business 
which has to be transacted; also there 
would be an immense saving to the 
locals of transportation and other ex¬ 
penses, and also we believe^ that one 
delegate from each local can truly re¬ 
present the views of that local.

Barnes, Ottawa, president 
of the national poultry council of Can¬ 
ada asking us to ascertain what quan¬ 
tity of pullets,cockerels and hens of 
the baired rock, white wyandottes, 
black minorca and Rhode Island red 
varieties could be'secured in this pro¬ 
vince by the National Agricultural 
Society of France for restocking the 
liberated regions of France. 

“It is specified that all birds should 
be of bred-to-lay strains. It you have 
such stock for sale, kindly advise at 
to the kind, quantity anddescription 
of what you have to offer and the 
price you are asking.”

PRESS HIT BY PAPER FAMINE 


Destruction threatens the small 
dailyiand weekly newspapers because 
of tpeir inability to obtain newsprint, 
is the statement made by a man who 
is interested in the subject, and the 
distress of the small papers is due to 
the fact that the manufacturers of 
newsprint—the grade of paper used 
in newspapers— are refusing to fill 
the orders of small publishers in or¬ 
der to meet the requirements of met¬ 
ropolitan dailies. The city papers too, 
are seriously affected, as is brought 
out by The New York Times when 
they were obliged to omit 40 colums 
of advertising, representing a loss of 
$5,000 from one issue of the paper 
because it was impossible to buy en¬ 
ough paper. 


IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS

In the olden days white paper cost 
from Jwo to three cents per pound. 
Now it costs from six to eight. It re¬ 
quires a pound of paper for every 64 
pages, or in other words, eight eight- 
page papers weigh one pound. With 
the newspaper men there is the high 
cost of paper, the high cost of ink, the 
high cost of type, the high cost of la¬ 
bor, the high cost of delivery, and a 
half dozen other high costs, more or 
less material. But the high cost of 
paper, which has risen in price sever¬ 
al hundred per cent., is what is most 
disturbing just now, though those 
other high costs are sufficient to rack 
the brain and disturb the slumter.

When the guns fell silent along the 
scarred battle front, the aspect of 
the world began- immediately to 
change. Forces that had not parti¬ 
cularly asserted themselves during 
the long course of war began again 
to assume their natural proportions. 

The war had been waged with vig¬ 
or, and during that period the church 
had given of her equipment and 
trained leadership to everything that 
would promote the war. In the Patri¬ 
otic Society, the Red Cross, the Y.M. 
C.A<,- the church had assisted, and -the 
church received very little recogni¬ 
tion. 

After the^close of the war the vari¬ 
ous prote&agt denominations began 
to see how best they could levitaiizc 
the church: Each denomination con¬ 
sidered its own problems, which were 
spiritual, educational, missionary and 
financial. Each church decided upon 
a campaign. 

It was then di^cevereiV that the ob¬ 
jects of each denomination were the 
tame, and so, following out the spirit 
of the age, a United National • Cam¬ 
paign was proposed. This unity d*>is 
not attempt to secure church union, 
bv*t to shov\ to the wt rid a united 
front. To show that the fundamental 
aims of the church are similar. 

Vo carr\ out this campaign, conven¬ 
tions have been held in various im¬ 
portant centre?, and meetings wi'l be 
held, it is hoped, at every local cen¬ 
tre throughout Canada. •* 

The committee is appealing to 
every minister of the co-operating de¬ 
nominations to associate with his 
brother ministers in quickening the 1 
religious life of the community. It is 
hoped that during the early part of 
January many meetings will be held. 
If each minister would see each other 
mjpister and get together they would 
arrange these meetings, much good 
might be accomplished for the King¬ 
dom of our Master.

CROP REPORT FOR 1919 


A final report on the crop and live¬ 
stock returns for Alberta has just 
been received from Ottawa, repre¬ 
senting a detailed compilation of the 
1919 figures agreed upon jointly by 
the Dominion statistical bureau and 
the Alberta department of agriculture. 
The total wheat yield of the province 
is put at 4,282,503 bushels and the oat 
crop at 3,209,544 bushels. 

For barley the figures are 414,212 
bushels; rye, 83,804; flax, 80,690. The 
timothy crop was 277,912 tons and 
other kinds of tame hay 166,348 tons. 

Alberta produced 45,848 bushels of 
potatoes, ar slight increase over the 
estimate made somewhat earlier in 
the season. 

New land acreage broken this year 
amounted to 583,063 acres, and the 
area in summer fallow was 1,717,747 
acres. . v 

The animal population or the pro¬ 
vince shows increases in /sheep, but 
slight decreases in cfiMlMl t swine. 
The total /lumber for the 

year is placed at A',584,044, Including 
336,596 milch ccws and 38,274 bulls. 
Horses of ajUcinds totalled 800,380, 
of which 818,050 are mares and 11,- 
806 stallions. I 

Other livestock statistics are given 
as follows: 364,498 sheep, 446,868 
swine, 3,987,131 chickens, 439,244 
fowls of other kinds. 

These figures are based upon the 
reports compiled by both the federal 
and provincial statisticians, which 
have been checked up, revised, and 
finally adopted as complete and 
authentic, or as near it as can be
